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ACT  TO  IXCOEPORATE  TBLMTY  COLLEGE. 

[Passod  2nd  August,  1831] 
A\  HEREAs,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  L«gishit\ire  of 
this  Province  that  divers  inlinl>itants  of  the  said  Province 
have  used  their  efforts  to  estalilish  a  College  in  connexion 
witli  the  United  Chnreli  of  Enjrhind  and  Ireland,  in  the 
City  of  Toronto,  under  tlie  style  and  titli'  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege,  and  are  engaged  in  erecting  and  establishing  Ihe  same: 
And  whereas,  it  would  tend  greatly  to  advance  and  extend 
the  usefulness  of  the  said  t'cp|li'gi\  and  to  promote  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  establishe<l.  that  it  should  he  incor- 
porated :  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  ex- 
cellent Jlajesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and 
under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of 
the  I'nited  Kingdom  of  (Ireat  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
intituled.  Ah  Act  to  Ke-iiiiile  the  Provinces  of  i'ppii-  and 
Lotiir  Canada,  and  fur  thr  Gunrnment  of  Canada,  and  it 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  there 
shall  be,  and  there  is  hereby  constituted  and  established  at 
the  City  of  Toronto  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  Trinity  College  ;  which  Corporation  shall  consist 
of'— Firstly.  The  Lord  Bishop  „t  Toronto,  or  in  ease  of  the 
division  of  the  said  Diocese,  then  the  Bishops  of  any  Dio- 
ceses into  which  the  Diocese  of  Toronto  may  hereafter  be 
divided  ;  Secondly.  The  Tnisiivs  of  the  said  Trinity  Col- 
lege :  and  Thirdly,  the  Collei;.-  Council  of  the  said  Trinity 
College  ;  not  less  than  tliri'e  in  number  :  which  said  Trus- 
tees, and  the  meiubers  of  the  saiil  College  Council  shall  be 
named,  in  the  first  instance,  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Toronto, 
anil  shall,  in  the  event  of  ibeir  death,  removal  from  the 
Province,  dismissal  from  office,  or  resignation,  be  replaced 
by  other  persons  to  be  named  in  like  manner,  or  in  such 
other  manner  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  diwctiil  by  any 
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Statute  of  the  said  College  to  lie  passed  for  that  purpose, 
and  so  on  continually  for  ever. 

II.  An(J  be  it  enacted,  That  such  Corporation  .shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  a  common  seal, 
with  power  to  change,  alter,  break,  and  renew  the  same, 
when  and  as  often  as  they  shall  think  proper  ;  and  the  said 
Corporation  may,  under  the  same  name,  contract  and  Ije 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, prosecute  and  be  prosecuted,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatsoever  in  this  Province,  and  shall  have  full 
power  to  make  and  establish  such  and  so  many  rules,  orders 
and  regulations  (not  being  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the 
countrv-  or  this  Act)  as  they  shall  deem  useful  or 
necessary,  as  well  cncerning  the  system  of  education  in. 
as  for  the  conduct  and  government  of,  the  said  College,  and 
of  a  Preparatory  School  connected  with  or  dependent  on 
the  same,  and  of  the  Corporation  thereof,  and  for  the 
superintendence,  advantage,  and  improvement  of  all  the 
propert.v,  moveable  or  immoveable,  belonging  to,  or  which 
shall  hereafter  belong  to,  the  said  Corporation  ;  and  shall 
have  power  to  take,  under  any  legal  title  whatsoever,  and 
to  hold  for  the  said  College,  without  any  further  authority, 
license,  or  letters  of  mortmain,  all  land  and  property, 
moveable  and  immoveable,  which  may  hereafter,  be  sold 
ceded,  exchanged,  given,  bequeathed,  or  granted  to 
the  said  Corporation,  or  to  sell,  alienate,  convey,  let,  or  lease 
the  same,  if  need  be  :  Provided  that  the  total  yearly 
revenue  from  the  property  so  acquired  shall  not  at  any 
time  exceed  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Pounds  currency  : 
And  the  said  Corporation  shall  further  have  the  right  of 
appointing  an  Attorney  or  Attorneys  for  the  management 
of  its  atfaira.  and  all  other  rights  necessarily  incident  to  a 
body  corporate  :  Provided  always,  that  no  rule,  order,  or 
regulation,  which  shall  be  made  and  established  by  the  said 
Corporation  in  manner  aforesaid,  shall  be  of  any  force  or 
effect,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  sanctioned  and  con- 
firmed by  the  said  Lord  Bishop,  or  Bishops,  as  aforesaid. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  the  property  which 
shall  at  any  time  belong  to  the  said  Corporation,  as  well 
as  the  revenues  thereof,  shall  at  all  times  be  exclusively  ap- 
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plied  and  appropriated  to  the  ndvancement  of  ediiontion 
in  the  said  College,  or  a  Preparatory  School,  connected 
with  or  dependent  on  the  same,  and  to  no  other  oliject,  in- 
stitntion,  or  establishment  whatever. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  dut.v  of  the 
said  Corporation,  at  all  times  when  they  may  he  called 
upon  so  to  do  by  the  Governor  of  this  Province,  to  render 
an  account  in  writing  of  their  property,  in  which  shar.  be 
set  forth  in  particular  the  income  by" them  derived  liom 
property  held  under  this  Act,  and  the  source  from  which 
the  same  has  been  derived,  also  the  number  of  niembiM-s  of 
the  said  Corporation,  the  number  of  teachers  emplo.ved  in 
the  various  branches  of  instruction,  the  number  of  scholars 
under  instruction,  and  the  course  of   instruction  pursued. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  shall  be  considered 
a  Public  Act,  by  all  Judges,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and 
Officers  of  Justice,  and  by  all  other  persons  whoinsiiever, 
and  shall  be  judicially  taken  notice  of,  without  being 
specially  pleaded. 

YI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  shall  not  extend 
to  weaken,  diminish,  or  extingnish,  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors,  nor  of  any 
other  person  or  persons,  body  politic  or  corporate,  except- 
ing only  such  rights  as  are  hereby  expressly  altered  or 
extinguished.

Axi)  I'RoviDKD  .vi.so,  that  no  ride,  order,  or  rejiulation, 
which  shall  be  made  and  established  by  the  said  (Corpora- 
tion in  manner  aforesaid,  shall  he  of  any  force  or  effect  un- 
til the  same  shall  have  been  sanctioned  and  confiri I  by

a™  whkrkas,  since  the  i>assinfr  of  tlie  saiil  Act,  the 
Council  of  the  said  College  have,  wi'.h  the  sanction  of  the 
Loiu  Bishop  of  Toronto,  liy  their  l'etitic^n  to  us  humbly 
set  forth,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  Trinity  College  hath  been  duly  orsrani/cd,  hy  the  ap- 
pointment of  trustees  and  of  a  College  Council,  and  that 
certain  Statutes,  liules,  and  (Ordinances  have  been  made  by 
the  said  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  I-ord  Bishop  of 
Toronto,  and  further,  that  a  suitable  buildint;  has  been 
erected,  and  a  I'rovost,  and  Professors  in  the  faculties  of 
Divinity  and  Arts,  and  in  Law  and  .Medicine,  have  b,en 
duly  appointed,  and  are  now  cnnajred  in  the  education  of 
a  considerable  number  of  Scholars,  duly  admitted  accord- 
ing to  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  said  Corporation. 
and  the  said  Collesje  bcini;,  accordinj;  to  the  intention  of  the 
said  Act  of  the  Leprislature  of  our  Province  of  Canada,  in 
strict  connexion  with  the  United  Church  of  Ensrland  and 
Ireland,  and  supported  wholly  from  funds  c<mtrib>if|.d  by 
the  menders  of  that  Church,  and  hundile  ap|>licatioii  biith 
been  made  to  ns  by  the  siiid  Corporation,  and  many  of  our 
lovinsr  subjects  in  the  said  Province  of  Canada,  that  we 
would  be  pleased  to  grant  our  Royal  Charter  for  the  more 
perfect  establishment  of  the  sai<l  College,  by  granting  to 
it  the  privileges  hereinafter  mentioned. 

\o\v  KNOW  YE  THAT  We.  having  taken  the  premises  into 
our  Rcjyal  consideration,  and  being  willing  to  promote  the 
more  perfect  establishment  within  the  Diocese  of  Toronto 
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of  a  College  in  connexion  with  the  United  Church  of 
England  and  Ireland,  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the 
doctrines  and  duties  of  the  Christian  Religion  as  ji  <ulcated 
by  that  Church,  and  for  their  instruction  in  the  various 
branches  of  Science  and  Literature  which  are  taught  in 
the  Universities  of  this  Kingdom,  have  of  our  special  grace, 
certain  knowledge,  and  mere  motion,  willed,  ordained,  and' 
granted,  and  do  by  these  presents,  for  us,  our  heirs  ai.d 
successors,  will,  ordain,  and  grant,  that  the  said  College 
shall  Iw  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  University  and  shall 
have  and  enjoy  all  such  and  the  like  privileges  as  are  en- 
joyed by  our  Universities  of  our  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  as  far  as  the  same  are  capable  of  being 
had  or  enjoyed  by  virtue  of  these  our  Letters  Patent  ;  and 
that  the  Students  in  the  said  College  shall  have  liberty  and 
faculty  of  taking  the  degrees  of  Bachelor,  Master,  and  Doc- 
tor  in  the  several  Arts  and  Faculties,  at  tlie  appointed 
times,  and  shall  have  liberty  within  themselves  of  perform- 
ing all  Scholastic  exercises,  for  the  conferring  such  De- 
grees, in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Statutes, 
Rules,  and  Ordinances  of  the  said  College. 

And,  in  order  that  such  Degrees  may  be  in  due  form 
granted  in  the  said  College,  We  do  further  will,  and  direct, 
and  ordain  that  there  shall  be  at  all  times  a  Chancellor  of 
the  said  University  to  be  chosen  at  and  for  such  periods  of 
time,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  College 
Council,  by  and  with  the  sanction  and  approbation  of  the 
Lord  Bishop  or  Bishops,  aforesaid,  may,  by  their  Statutes, 
Rules,  or  Ordinances,  to  be  from  time  to  time  passed  for 
that  i)urpose,  think  fit  to  appoint. 

And  that  the  Chancellor,  Provost,  and  Professors,  of 
the  said  College,  and  all  persons  admitted  therein  to  the 
Degi-ee  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  to  any  Degree  in  Divinity, 
Law,  or  Medicine,  and  who  from  the  time  of  such  their  ad- 
mission to  such  Degree  shall  pay  the  annual  sum  of  Twenty 
Shillings  of  sterling  money  for  and  towards  the  support 
and  1  laintenance  of  the  said  College,  shall  be,  and  be 
deemed,  taken,  and  reputed  to  be  members  of  the  Convoca- 
tion of  the  said  University,  and  as  such  members  of  the

dent Students  who  live  at  home ;  and  of  Lectures,  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  for  all  Students,  resident  and  non-resident. 

14.  Students  taking  duty  in  City  or  Coimtry  Churches, 
or  taking  Sunday  School  work,  sIi.tII,  provided  they  have 
obtained  the  leave  nf  the  Provost,  be  allowed  the  Chapels 
and  Lectures  which  such  duty  or  Sunday  School  work  may 
prevent  their  attending.  Students  who  attend  both  Morning 
and  Evening  Prayer  on  Sunday,  or  who  are  absent  taking 
duty  or  Sunday  School  work  as  above,  shall  have  three 
Chapels  allowed  to  them.  Stndents  who  have  obtained 
general  leave  from  the  Provost  to  be  absent  from  Sunday 
afternoon  Chapel  shall  he  allowed  that  Chapel  when  they 
avail  themselves  of  such  general  leave.  Attendance  at 
Choir  Practice  shall  be  allowed  to  count  as  a  Chapel  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Precentor  in  each  case. 
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15.  In  cases  in  which  the  re.|iiirod  minima  of  Chapels 
and  Lectures  have  not  l»en  attended  by  reason  of  serious 
U^lness  or  other  urgent  cause,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
executive  Committee  to  allow  the  Term. 

16.  Should  an  Underprraduate  have  lost  one  or  more 
Terms  he  shall  not  thereby  bo  debarred  from  presenting 
himsi>lt  with  his  oira  year  at  th,.  Primary  or  Previous 
Exammation,  but  an  undergraduate  shall  not  he  allowed  to 
present  him.self  for  the  Final  B.A.  E.xaraination  until  he 
has  kept  nine  terms. 

17.  Should  the  last  of  the  nine  terms  kept  by  an  Under- 
graduate be  the  Michaelmas  or  Lent  Term,  he  may  be 
allowed  to  have  a  special  B.A.  Kxamination  on  payment  of 
a  special  Examination  fee  of  thirty  dollars,  provided  that 
the  Examiners  are  all  willing  to  undertake  the  duty  of 
examining  him.

COLLEGE  OFFICERS.

2.  The  Provost  may,  but  neert  not  necessarily,  be  the 
holiler  of  a  Profe.ssorship  or  other  University  or  College 
office,  and  may  he  either  a  Clersyman  or  a  Layman. 

3.  Such  and  so  many  Professorships  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  deemed  necessary  or  expedient,  shall  be  estab- 
lished m  the  C<]lle?e  by  the  Corporation.  A  Professorship 
may  be  established  by  a  seneral  nieetiiiK  of  the  Corporation 
notice  havin?  boon  siven  at  the  preoedinR  General  Jleet- 
mg,  provided  that  the  Finance  Coiinnittee  shall  have  re- 
ported that  the  stipend  reqiiirod  for  the  payment  of  the 
Professor  has  been  secured. 

4.  The  remuneration  of  Prcifossors,  Fellows  and  other 
officers  shall  be  fixed  by  By-law. 

5.  Any  person  who  shall  have  held  a  Professorship  for 
twenty-five  years  may  on  resiKiiinu  the  same  be  elected 
Professor  Emeritus,  but  no  stipend  sliall  bo  attached  thereto. 

6.  A  Proiessor  Emeritus  may  be  elected  at  any  General 
Meeting  of  the  Corporation,  notice  having  been  given  of  a 
motion  to  that  effect  at  the  preceding  General  Meeting. 

7.  The  Provost  shall  not.  nor  shall  any  Professor,  under- 
take the  dischfjrge  of  any  duties  of  a  permanent  character, 
or  accept  any  ofBce,  whether  of  emolument  or  otherwise, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Corporation. 

8.  The  Provost  and  Professors  of  Trinity  College  shall 
be  appointed  and  removed  by  tV^  Corporation. 

9.  No  such  appointment  or  remov! "  shall  be  made  ex- 
cept a  ma.iority  at  least  of  the  Corporation  be  present,  a 
majority  of  those  present  concurring  in  such  appointment 
or  removal.

CAP.  VI. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  STUDENTS. 

Admh^hnlo  1.   Oraduatcs  and   Undergraduates  in 

Du'unty  Class.     Arts  of  Trinity  College  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Divinity  Class,  provided  they  have  obtained  the  ap- 
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proval  of  the  College  Committee  iindcr  the  following  regii- 
lationa : — 

(1)  A  Graduate  in  Arts  may  make  application  for  ad- 
miiwion  to  the  first  or  second  year  of  the  Divinity  Class,  and 
being  admitted  will  be  required  to  take  the  full  three  years' 
work  of  the  clasH. 

(2)  An  Undergradunte  in  Arts  may  make  application 
at  the  end  of  his  second  year  for  admission  to  the  Divinity 
Class,  and  being  admitted  will  lie  re<|uired  to  take  the  first 
year's  work  of  the  Course  cimcurrently  with  the  work  of 
the  Third  year  in  Arts,  and  afterwards  to  take  two  full 
years  in  the  Divinity  Class. 

i1)  A  (iraduate  or  t'lidcrnrnduate  taking  Theological 
llonttrs  will  proceed  as  set  forth  in  the  regulations  govern- 
ing the  Theological  }I(mor  Course. 

(4)  An  Undergraduate  in  Arts,  not  proceeding  to  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  may  make  application  at  the 
end  of  his  first  year  in  Arts  for  admission  to  the  Divinity 
Class,  and  being  admitted  will  be  required  to  take  the  full 
three  years'  eourse.  This  proceeding  leads,  at  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year,  to  the  Diploma  of  Licentiate  in  Sacred 
Theology. 

Note. — In  special  cases  liy  permission  of  the  Provost  a 
Student  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  Lie.  Th.  may  divide 
the  work  of  the  first  year  in  Arts,  taking  in  his  first  year 
80  much  of  the  work  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  in  his  second 
year  the  remaining  work  of  his  first  year  in  Arts  concur- 
rently with  the  work  of  the  first  year  of  the  Divinity  Class. 

2.  Any  Student  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Provost, 
be  required  to  withdraw  from  the  Divinity  Class.

5.  In  marking  papers,  the  Examiner  .should,  unless 
otlprwise  instructed  by  the  Registrar,  assign  100  as  the 
maximum  marks  for  each  jiaper. 

6.  At  the  beginning  of  any  Examination  the  Registrar 
shall  assign  to  each  Candidate  a  distinguishing  word  or 
numoer,  and  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Examination  the 
Candidate  shal  place  such  word  or  number  upon  his 
papers,  and  shall  not  use  his  name  or  any  mark  by  which 
his  identity  might  be  disclosed. 

7  At  every  University  Examination  it  is  expected  that 
two  Exammers  shall  be  present  during  the  whole  time  of 
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Examination,  and  under  no  circumstances  whatever  shall 
both  Examiners  be  absent  at  the  same  time. 

8.  No  Candidate  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Hall  till 
half  an  hour  after  the  distribution  of  the  papers,  nor  shall 
any  Candidate  be  permitted  to  take  the  paper  when  this 
half  hour  has  elapsed. 

9.  The  Candidate  shall  write  upon  one  side  only  of  the- 
paper,  place  his  word  or  number  upon  each  page,  fold  the 
papers  once  across,  and  endorse  them  with  the  name  of  his 
Examination,  the  subject  of  the  paper,  and  his  assigned 
word  or  number. 

10.  In  the  event  of  any  Candidate  taking  into  the  Ex- 
amination Hall  any  book  or  paper  from  which  ho  might 
derive  assistance,  or  communicating  with  any  other  Candi- 
date, either  verbally  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Examiner,  if  the  evidence  is  clear,  to  cause  the  Candi- 
date to  forthwith  leave  the  Examination  Hall,  and  he  shall 
be  dealt  with  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  provided  be- 
low ;  but  if  the  evidence  be  not  clear  at  the  time  or  be  ob- 
tained after  the  conclusion  of  the  Examination,  the  Exami- 
ners shall  withhold  his  name  from  the  list  of  Candidates 
who  have  satisfied  the  Examiners,  and  shall  report  the  case 
to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  who  shall  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  then 
call  on  the  Candidate  to  offer  any  defence  he  shall  deem 
proper,  and  on  hearing  such  defence,  or  in  default  of  his 
offering  any  defence,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  deal 
with  the  case  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  inflict  such 
punishment  as  they  may  think  fitting.

Exhibition  which  by  the  will  of  the  founder  is  in  the  gift 
of  the  Bishop  of  Toronto,  must  be  Matriculated  Students 
of  Trinity  College,  not  holding  a  scholarship,  who  have 
passed  tfieir  University  and  College  Examinations  at  the 
regular  times,  and  the  exhibition  shall  be  forfeited  if  a 
holder  fails  to  keep  a  term  under  the  provisions  of  the  Uni- 
versity Statutes,  Chap.  III.,  or  fails  to  pass  any  Examina- 
tion at  the  regular  time.  Caeleris  paribus  the  sons  of  clergy- 
men will  be  preferred. 

Talbot  111.  The  interest  on  the  sum  of  $4,000  left 

Exhibitions,  for  Divinity  Exhibitions  by  the  late  John 
Talbot,  Esq.,  of  Cartwrissht,  shall  be  paid  to  any  Exhibi- 
tioner who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Exeentive  Committee, 
from  members  of  the  Divinity  Class,  residing  in  the  College 
building.
